Joseph Kolb Arrested for 
Beating His Children. 


DEATH OF 
HIS 
LITTLE 
BOY. 


A rrival of tlie New Steam er “ Her 
lnosa” a t San Pedro—Other 
Interesting: E vents. 


Yesterday morning Chief Cooney was 
handed a card on which some one had 
written a statem ent to the effect that 
Joseph Kolb, residing a t No. 6 Center 
street, was in the habit of beating his 
children cruelly, 
and 
th a t one 
of 
them had 
died 
on Saturday last. 
The Chief detailed Detective McCarthy 
to look into the m atter, and he went to 
the neighborhood about noon. The house 
occupied by Kolb is double, and the 
ladies living in the other half told a story 
of cruelty which is hard to believe. They 
said that there was scarcely a m inute of 
the time th at Kolb was at home, that he 
did not occupy in beating some one ol 
his 
children. 
On 
Thursday 
last 
one of his children, 
a 
little 
boy 
about four years of age, was taken sick 
and was confined to bis bed. 
Kolb at 
this time was home most of the day and 
there was hardly any intermission in the 
child’s cries. If it called for its mother, 
there was a noise of blows and then the 
child screamed. The father would swear 
and strike the child again. This waa 
continued through Tunrsday night and 
Friday 
and 
Friday 
night. 
Once 
the child fell out of bed and the 
father waB heard 
to swear 
at it 
and to strike it heavily. On Saturday, 
ju st about an hour before the child died, 
the ladies next door heard the child cry, 
“ Mamma! 
m am na!’’ 
in 
a hoarse 
whisper. The father waB present, and 
with curees he ordered it to shut up and 
struck it several times. 
Au hour later 
the little boy was dead. The death oc 
curred about half past one o’clock on 
Saturday and ou Sunday morning the 
rem ains 
were 
taken 
to Evei green 
Cemetery in one of the passenger wagons 
generally to be found in th at neigubor- 
hood. 
While Detective McCarthy was listen­ 
ing to these details, the father came in 
aud commenced abusing his oldest child, 
a girl about seven years of age. 
In the 
course of fifteen m inutes 
the officer 
heard 
Kolb 
beat 
his ' daughter 
three tim es, and between the hours 
of 1 and 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
a num ber of beatings took place. Officer 
McCarthy then swore out a warrant for 
Kolb’s arreBt and went to his house last 
evening and arrested him . He learned 
that only a few minutes before he arrived 
Kolb had again beaten his daughter, 
who was still crying wlieu he reached 
the 
place. 
Kolb 
was 
charged 
with cruelty 
to children. 
At 
the 
police station Kolb at first denied that he 
had beaten his daughter during the day, 
and he also denied having beaten the 
boy who died. 
Upon being questioned 
he said that he might have slapped his 
daughter after she had been puniehed by 
her mother, and that he had puniehed 
her for staying away from home until 
after dark. 
He denied having sworn 
at his sick boy and t-aid that croup was 
the disease that caused his death. 
It is probable th at the body of the 
little boy will be exhum ed to see whether 
it bears marks of cruel treatm ent.

The Election Called 
For 
Febrnary Twenty-First. 


SAMES OF STREETS CHANGED. 


The Benndaries of the Precincts 
Established and the Inspectors 
and Jndges Appointed. 


The City Council met yesterday morn 
ing, President K uhrts in the chair and 
M essrs. H anley, Bosbyshell, Earl.Threl 
held, Ford, Cohn, Wilson, Shafer, Sinea- 
baugh, Humphreys, B ryant and Mc­ 
Nally present. 
The committee on the assessment for 
grading Central avenue recommended 
th a t the property-owners be credited 
w ith 8 cents per front foot, since the 
atreet car company had paid an amount 
equal to that figure. Report adopted, 
The architect of the new City Hall ap­ 
peared and stated that the cracks in the 
building were simply in the veneering of 
pressed brick. There was two feet of 
brick behind, which had not been af­ 
fected by the shrinkage of this veneer­ 
ing. 
H e did not think th at the toner 
was injured in the least, and he was of 
th e opinion th at it would be safe to con­ 
tinue the to n er to its originally intended 
height. 
Mr. Shafer thonght that the recom­ 
mendation of the architects who were 
employed as experts should be adopted. 
Mr. McNally moved that two builders 
be appointed to examine the tower be­ 
fore any further work should be done. 
Mr. Hanley said that if there was any­ 
thing the matter with the wall the bonds­ 
m en of the contractor would be good. 
Mr. H anlon, the contractor, said that 
the whole subject was frivolous. The 
cracks did not affect the safety of the 
bnilding. He thought that the recom­ 
mended improvements of the experts 
would be a good thing if carried out. 
Mr. McNally's motion was loBt. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh moved that the ex­ 
perts already employed examine the 
tower again and report at the next m eet­ 
ing of the Council. Carried.

Mr. Cohn presented the resolution 
calling the election. He also read a list

1,084; 
8econd W ard, 1,387; Third W ard, 1,948; 
Fourth Ward 1,220, Fifth W ard 459, 
Sixth W ard 529. Seventh Ward 1,847, 
Eighth Ward 2,060, and Ninth Ward 
661. This shows how the city had been 
gerrym andered. An examination of the 
figures would demonstrate this fact. The 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and Ninth Wards, 
which would be represented probably by 
Republicans, only contained a small 
▼ote, while the Wards which contain 
large votes, the Seventh and Eighth, are 
Democratic; thus the Democratic Coun- 
cilmen will represent a 
good many 
people, while three Republicans will 
probably represent what ought to be 
represented by one man to make things 
equal. Or else the Democratic Wards 
ought to have been divided so as to give 
an equal showing on both sides.

A CHAT WITH U R . WALTERS. 
Mr. L. M. Walters, the excursion man­ 
ager of Chicago, is very busy in town 
looking af>er the interests of his business. 
Mr. Walters has not been in Los Angeles 
for the last ten months, having devoted 
his extra time drumming up the Califor­ 
nia business in the East. In answer to 
the query of a H e r a l d man as to the 
prospects for tourist travel he said yes­ 
terday, "There are a great many people 
who will come, but I and the other ex­ 
cursion managers must now confess that 
the total will not reach what we contem­ 
plated before the season opened. There 
are a number of reasons for this falling 
off. 
In 
the 
first 
place 
came 
the 
election 
and 
that 
kept 
a 
good many people at home. When the 
excitement was over, the weather was so 
remarkably fine that those who had con­ 
templated going to California postponed 
it until after the holidays. Well, the 
mild weather kept up so, there not being 
any severity of temperature in a good 
many districts until quite recently, that 
at last a number of the intending trav­ 
elers have abandoned the idea until next 
year. We are going to have a good 
summer business, though, and I am of 
opinion that Los Angeles is over her re­ 
lapse, and that next year will find her 
advance &b much as she has 
done 
during 
the 
past 
twelve 
months. 
I have an office at 210 Broadway, 
New 
York, 
and 
I 
am 
willing 
ti give a space eight feet square for a lit­ 
tle exhibition of Southern California 
products if it can be arranged. It can be 
kept there permanently and will be as 
much advantage to this community as it 
will to me, for there is nothing like op­ 
tical demonstrations of what this county 
can produce, and in New York it would 
create a good deal of interest. I have 
offered a similar space to the San Fran­ 
cisco Board of Trade, and 1 think I will 
make a satisfactory arrangement with 
them.” 
"By the way,” continued Mr. Walters, 
" I see that the H erald has given to the 
public the news that Pallman is going to 
make a big bid for the BecoDd cla^s 
travel and will fit up special coaches for 
that purpose. I knew for some time 
past that such a thing was under way, 
but it was kept very dark and until your 
paper published it, it was not before an­ 
nounced to the world. 
Now os regards

IT 18 NOT A BOOM, 


But it Will Develop the Sec­ 
tion’s Resources. 


WHARF AND 
SEASIDE RESORT. 


W hat W ill Be 
Done at Redondo 
Beach, Including the Big Hotel 
a t th a t Plaee. 


W E D N E S D A Y , F E B R U A R Y 6 , 1889. 


Liquidation of the old debt9 of the 
wildly speculative days is going on at a 
▼ery satisfactory rate. Yesterday no less 
th an thirty-six releases of mortgages 
were pat on record. 


Tiiib section has the finest soil in the 
world ; it has the richest and most varied 
resources of any portion of toe earth ; its 
climate sur passes the most delightful 
stretches of the Riviera. 
All it needs is 
enterprise on the part of its citizens to 
pat it, in five years, ahead of any part of 
the American Union. 


W h at has become of the great hotel 
scheme ? Does Loe Angeles not compass 
one man capable of exploiting this mag­ 
nificent undertaking 7 
Does she not con 
tain a dozen men who can and will take 
hold of it and push it through? Are we 
to remain forever laggards a dozen years 
behind even San Diego in these respects ? 
Who knows where the hotel scheme was 
lost, and how to dig it up again? 


C u r r e n t rumor is to the effect that 
Governor W aterman will veto the bill 
appropriating $250,000 to the London 
exhibition, should the 
bill pass the 
Legislature. 
There are m any people 
who favor an appropriation for this pur­ 
pose, but who think the sum demanded 
is excessive, will not be needed and will 
not be honestly used for the object in 
view. 
Would it not be better to de­ 
crease the sum to about $100,000? In 
that shape the Governor would probably 
not find any objection to the bill. 


I f 
t h e enormous am ount of money 
recently collected for road purposes is 
judiciously and 
honestly spent, this 
coanty will have by the end of the year 
some good stretches of 
roads. The 
General Road Fund alone is now credited 
with no less than $85,000. 
There is 
•boat $250,000 of taxes still to collect of 
which the road funds will be heavy 
beneficiaries. Then, there will not be 
m any bridges to build this year, as the 
county is supposed to be pretty well 
provided in this respect. 
Let us have 
this large sum of money put to good use. 


In t h e construction of the new City 
Hall some one has blundered. 
The 
tower is so built th at it will not bear its 
own weight. The stone is crushing, and 
the whole corner is in danger. If prompt 
and judicious means are taken it may be 
■aved. 
Probably the best way would 
be to insert, at proper distances, heavy 
iron stringers, between the stone work, 


bo 
as 
to 
distribute 
the pressure. 
It is thought that no more can be safely 
added to the tower, b at that it must 
stand forever in its present unfinished 
state. 
A steel finish might be added 
under the directions of a good architect. 
B ut who is to blame for this gross blun­ 
der in wasting the city’s money in so 
bungling and disgraceful a m anner? 


L ast year there was a good deal of 
com plaint as to an inadequate supply of 
water in E ast Los Angeles, in the sec­ 
tion lying north of Downey avenue and 
east of Griffin avenue. 
The dwellers in 
this portion of the pueblo are become 
afraid that during the coming sum m er 
they may encounter a sim ilar experience. 
’ A petition is being circulated there to be 
praeented to the Council, praying that 
relief be assured. 
It is alleged in this 
petition th at larger mains are needed on 
the principal streets. 
It is hard to keep 
abreast of the tim es in a growing city 
like this, and water companies, street 
car companies and other corporations 
have been taxed to their highest point to 
provide facilities commensurate with 
the demands of the hour. 
There are 
still three or four m onths before the 
threatened danger is likely to develop os 
a fact. Doubtless in that time the re­ 
quired relief will be secured. 


The City Council has at last fixed the 
day for the election under the new char­ 
ter. The new officials are to be chosen 
on th e21st instant, that is only a little 
over two weeks away. In the meantime 
the several parties m ust hold their pri­ 
maries and their conventions to pnt 
tickets in the field. The fight will be 
short, sharp and decisive. It is well. 
Those manipulating the conventions will 
do well to make themselves familiar 
with the new charter and see that their 
nominees are qualified for the offices 
they aspire to. The men put up must have 
resided so long in the 
municipality 
that they are pretty sure of being well 
known. The men is all that there will be 
any fighting over. 
Put liberal-minded, 
competent, honest, progressive men be­ 
fore the people and they will elect them. 
Pat a nincompoop, a hide-bonnd crank, 
a boodler or a jobber on your ticket and 
the people will incontinently pitch him 
I and ears into the soap. 


The days of wild speculation are at an 
end in this section, but the era of legiti­ 
m ate development has hardly begun. 
There was money made in the boom by 
those who knew when to stop, but there 
was a good deal of money lost iu it by 
those who did not know when that car­ 
dinal point was reached. There is, how­ 
ever, a good deal more money to be 
made, from this tim e on, in a conserva­ 
tive way with no gambling chances about 
it, in legitimate development, than ever 
was made In any speculation of the wild 
sort. This is where the fellows with no 
brains under their hat are missing it and 
are going to miss it; and, just the same, 
it is where the people endowed with 
thinking powers will make it from this 
time on. There are fellows standing 
about the streets these days who have 
neither the necessary judgm ent nor the 
nerve to buy the Baker block, or the 
Nadeau if the property was offered at a 
price 
on which 
the 
rents 
would 
come to fifty 
per cent. 
If 
there 
were 
as 
much brains as money 
in 
this 
community, 
and 
the 
two 
factors could be brought into conjunc­ 
tion, dull times would not be reigning so 
supreme. 
There is any quantity of 
money, but it is in the hands oi people 
who cannot see an inch beyond their 
nose. 
They dare not trust their poor 
obfuscated 'ju d g m en t as to an invest­ 
ment. 
Happily, all the community are 
not so blind to their own interest. 
It is 
pleasant here and there to find a man 
who is not following the crowd like 
a 
sheep 
after 
some 
stupid 
bell 
wether. 
Lum ber is very cheap just 
now ; labor can be had at a m an’s own 
price; all that enters into the erection of 
a building costs thirty-three and one- 
third to fifty per cent, less than it did a 
year ago. 
Once in a while the news- 
hunter in his rounds runs across a man 
who takes in the significance of these 
facts, and he finds a little corner of the 
sun-lit semi-tropics whero industry is 
astir and where enterprise has its coat 
off and is at work. 
Such a place is Redondo, and such 
men are the sagacious, courageous, enter­ 
prising 
people 
at 
its head. 
The 
boom 
is 
not 
burst 
at 
Redon­ 
do. 
Captain Thompson and his as­ 
sociates 
have 
no 
misgivings 
as to the outcome of this section. They 
fortunately did not put all their avail­ 
able cash into property on first pay­ 
ments, so that they are not now forced 
to relinquish it for lack of second in­ 
stallments. They have a princely piece 
of property at Redondo and at Ingle­ 
wood. They are in position to develop 
all there is in it, and they are not seek 
ing to sell it on promises of what thev 
will do. They are doing such wise acts 
now ¡that their results, will, iu due time, 
sell all the lots and acreage there may be 
to dispose of. 
On Monday night a H erald reporter 
learned that

as his pencil did some work in stim u­ 
lating the boom in all its legitimate 
ramifications, and as this pencil had be­ 
come dull in these 
piping times of 
nerveleps lethargy, it occurred to him 
that in Captain T. ompson and Redondo 
he might find 
the Anna Virumgue, 
whereof he m ight sing a pa;an of enter' 
prise. 
He found the Captain at the Nadeau 
and in an hour’s chat brought out some 
such facts as these. The Captain is talk­ 
ing: 
“ Yes, it is true we have a 


WHARF AT REDONDO REACH, 
And it is true that the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company’s vessels are to 
stop there on their trips up and down the 
Coast. No, it is not true that only the 
smaller vessels will touch at our wharf. 
For the current m onth abDUt one steamer 
a week 
will 
call 
there, but after 
March 1st, Redondo will be put on the 
regular schedule, and all the steamers will 
call. There is plenty of water, 23 feet, 
right alongside the wharf at low water. 
The wharf is 900 feet long, there are two 
tracks on it, so that vessels can lie along­ 
side and discharge right into the cars. 
There is no lightering, no rehandling on 
the wharf or elsewhere. We are at least 
two hours nearer Los Angeles than any 
other shipping point on the Coast.

W a s h in g to n , February 5.— In the Sen­ 
ate to-day, the House bill for the estab­ 
lishm ent of a Territorial Government in 
Oklahoma was presented. 
P latt moved 
its reference to the Committee on Terri­ 
tories. Dawe3 moved its reference to 
the Committee on Indian affairs. 
After 
a long debate, the bill was referred to 
the Committee on Territories. 
The Ways and Means Committee to­ 
day continued the formal readiDg of the 
tariff bill,and progressed as far aB the iron 
schedules. Notice was given by a mem­ 
ber of his intention to move to strike out 
the paragraph relating to the fortification 
of wines, but so far no am endm ent has 
been voted upon. 
Another motion en­ 
tered this morning was one by Brecken- 
ridge, of Arkansas, to strike out the sec­ 
tion providing for a bounty on sugar. 
Iu 
fact nearly all the motions entered so 
far are to strike out the Senate am end­ 
ments to the original bill. 
Hawley offered an am endm ent to the 
Sundry Aupropriation bill, which was 
referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs, for the paym ent to the widow of 
General Sheridan of $5,000. 
The House joint resolution for the pay­ 
ment of $500,000 to the representatives 
of the late Jam es B. Eads, was tuken up 
and passed. 
The Legislative, Executive, and Judi­ 
ciary Appropriation bill was then taken 
up. The am endments to the bill report­ 
ed from the Committee on Appropria­ 
tions were agreed to without question. 
They were few and unim portant, the 
only noticeable one being that increas­ 
ing* the salary of

secretary 
from 
$3,250 
to 
$5,000. 
The 
am endm ent 
offered 
by Hawley to increaee the clerical force 
of the Civil Service Commission pro­ 
voked a discussion on the question of 
civil 
service 
reform, 
during which 
Stewart characterized the present sys­ 
tem as “ a broad farce,’’ and Plum b said 
that partisanship of a most desperate 
character had Deen practiced in its ad­ 
ministration. 
Before 
the 
discussion 
closed, the conference report on the bill 
amendatory of the Interstate Commerce 
law was presented and read. 
The Conference Committee not having 
agreed ou the House am endm ent in ref­ 
erence to the transportation of oil, Sher­ 
man moved to concur in that am end­ 
ment, as being in the line of the Inter­ 
state Commerce 
law.

argued 
against the amendmenr. 
While the discussion was still in pro 
gress Riddleberger made an effort to

THE HOUSE.

Bland, Missouri, criticized the confer­ 
ence report in that it eliminated from the 
bill the am endm ent which had been 
adopted in the House upon his motion 
reserving to the Government the rights 
of the United States under the Bulwer 
Clayton treaty. 
Pending further debate the House took 
a recess. 
The evening session of the House was 
devoted to the cousideratiou of D istrict 
of Columbia business.

W a sh in g t o n , February 5.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day transmitted* to Congress for 
its approval and ratification the pro­ 
visional agreement lately entered into 
between the United States and the Creek 
Indians. The Creek nation cedes to the 
United States the title to the entire west­ 
ern half of the domain of the nation ly­ 
ing west of the division line established 
by the treaty of 1866, and the United 
States agrees to pay the Indians $2,280,­ 
857, of which $280,857 is to be paid to 
tbe national treasurer of the nation and 
$2,000,000 to rem ain in the U nited States 
Treasury to the credit of the nation and 
bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
The nation agrees to devote not less than 
$50,000 annually for educational pur­ 
poses. 
An am endm ent was proposed by Sen­ 
ator Stewart to-day to the Sundry Civil 
bill to increase from $250,000 to $350,000 
the appropriation for the surveys of sites 
for the construction of reservoirs for the 
purpose of reclaiming the arid lands of 
the West.

Testimony began yesterday in the case 
of M cLaud vs. W orkman et al., before 
Judge Wade, in departm ent num ber 
three of the Superior Court. The plain­ 
tiff in the case is Mrs. McLaud, the 
m other of Miss Ida Searle, who died of 
sm allpox at the pest house, in the m onth 
of January, a year ago. 
The defendants 
are ex-M ayor W orkman and the m em ­ 
bers of the Board of H ealth which ex­ 
isted at the time of the young lady’s 
death, Councilmen H anley, Collins and 
Lovell, and the other mem bers of the 
Council at that time. 
The complaint charges th at on tbe 4th 
day of January, 1888, M ís b Ida Searle 
was taken away from her home, against 
her will and contrary to the wishes of 
the plaintiff, and conveyed to the pest- 
house in an am bulance. 
The young 
lady had been ill for several days with 
the smallpox, but appeared to be in a 
fair way to recover. 
On the night in 
question rain fell and the wind blew, 
and the am bulance was a crazy affair 
that offered the invalid very little pro­ 
tection from the weather. 
The com­ 
plaint goeB on to affirm th at the pest- 
house offered very insufficient facilities 
for the care of patients, and th at Miss 
Searle’s death was in a great measure 
due to exposure and neglect. 
The 
am ount dem anded as damages is $100,­ 
000. 
. 
The first witness yesterday was Miss 
Clara Searle, the sister of the youg lady 
whose death is the cause of the litiga­ 
tion. She told the story of the removal 
of the sick girl by two policemeD, and of 
her subsequent suffering at the hospital. 
She described the room in which she was 
kept, a small, crowded room, which had 
no meaus of being w arm ed, and the walls 
ot which were full of crevices. There 
were no vessels of any kind in which 
water could be heated, except some old 
oyster cans. The witness narrated the 
alarming symptoms which preceded the 
death of the paiient, which was des­ 
cribed by the doctors at the tim e as 
important. 
The principal witness in tbe afternoon 
was ThomaB Brady.who served as keeper 
and general manager of the pest house at 
the tim e when these events took place. 
He drove the wagon when the young 
woman was taken from her home and 
testified to its bad condition and also to 
the disrepair of the pesthouse building, 
its povorty ot accommodation and tbe 
neglect to which patients were compelled 
to submit. 
On the cross-examination of Mr. Brady 
several im portant facts were brought out. 
One was that he had been in some kind 
of a row with Dr. H agan, the former 
H ealth Officer of the city, and th at he 
bad been discharged by the Board of 
H ealth for alleged drunkenness. 
The 
case will be continued to-day.

B e r l in, February 5.—The question of 
the succession to the Austrian throne is 
causing increased excitm ent in official 
and diplomatic circles. 
The papers 
quote an article from the Italia, the offi­ 
cial journal of Signor Crispi, the Italian 
Prime M inister, declaring th at the Balic 
law has been virtually abolished in Aus­ 
tria-H ungary, and 
th at therefore the 
Crown Prince Rudolph’s daughter is 
heir to the throne, 
it is certain that 
Crispi does not relish 
the 
prospect 
of the heir of the Duke of M odena, who 
was dispossessed by the unification of 
Italy, becoming the presumptive heir to 
the throne of Austria. 
Furtherm ore, 
both the Archduke Karl and his son 
Franz are uitra-catholics, foes of the 
house of Savoy, and enemies of Italian 
unity, and are ardent allies of the V ati­ 
can. 
Apart from these enm ities, even 
if 
class 
interest 
did 
not 
raise 
the 
question 
of 
succession, 
it 
would 
be 
doubtful 
if 
official 
opinion here would maintain the right of 
the Em peror Francis Joseph, in follow­ 
ing precedent, to declare through an Act 
of Succession the Princess Elizabeth heir 
to the throne. 
Advices from Pesth say the question 
already engages the anxious attention of 
the M inisters, although no official notifi­ 
cation respecting the succesion will be 
made until the end of a year.

W itness attended several meetings at 
which Messrs. Dillon and Parnell were 
present. 
Parnell attended a dem onstra­ 
tion in Chicago at which bodies of Clan- 
Na-Gael and H ibernian Rifle Guards 
were under arm s. 
Beach produced a copy of the consti­ 
tution oi the “ B. C.’’ or Clan-Na-Gael. 
This provided for concerted action with 
the Irish Brotherhood and kindred soci­ 
eties to bring about a combination of 
Irish revolutionary movements in all 
parts of the world, to act decisively 
against England. 
W itness said that in 
1878 Devoy and Mullen were sent as dele­ 
gates to Ireland, receiving $10,C00 from 
the skirm ishing iund, and a further sum 
which does not appear in the official 
lists. 
Attorney-General W ebster read De- 
voy’s official report, in which he urged 
th at before any large quantity of arm s 
was sent to Ireland three delegates 
should be sent to prepare the Irishm en 
to use them. 
Beach further testified 
th at Egan told him th at Parnell desired 
to join the Brotherhood, but it was 
thought th at his connection with the or­ 
ganization would destroy his usefulness, 
and on this account he was not allowed 
to join. 
Beach said th at Egan also told him 
th at there were many paym ents made by 
the League which it was impossible to 
make public, and he instanced the pay­ 
ing of Dutch officers who were sent from 
Amsterdam to assist the BoerB during 
the Transvaal war. 
Parnell had said it

treasury. That is a pretty good nucleus, 
but you people

more.” 
W itness then went to D ublin, 
bearing letters of introduction to Kenny 
M. P ., and other members of the League. 
H e

K enny. 
H e returned to New York in June, 1881, 
and tried to see Devoy and Carney with 
Parnell’s message. 
W hen searching for 
Devoy he m et Breslin who, with Hines 
and Devoy, then formed the revolution­ 
ary directory. 
Breslin expressed his 
willingness to bring the parties into line. 
So also did Sullivan, Hines and Devoy, 
whom he m et in Chicago.

W itness

BATES ON BISMARCK. 


Opinion of One Who Knows 
Whereof He Speaks. 


SO BEBLIS BUSINESS IN OUKS. 


Germany Must Simply Back Out 
and Let the Status Quo Be 
Quietly Kestored. 


I Associated Press Dlsoatciiea to the H seald 
W ashington, February f>.—George H. 
Bates, late United States Commissioner 
to Samoa, was to-day asked by an Asso­ 
ciated Press reporter wbat, in bis opin­ 
ion, would be the probable effect upon 
the policy of our Government of Prince 
Bismarck’s recent orders to the German 
consul at Samoa, and the commander of 
the German fleet. He said : 
“ I do not see why the more recent dis­ 
patches from Germany should affect the 
attitude of the United 8tates. The proc­ 
lamation of martial law and the assump­ 
tion of the direct administration of affairs 
in Samoa by the German Consul, which 
are now reported to have been dis­ 
countenanced by Prince Bismarck, were 
not the gravamen of the troubles 
here which excited the attention of 
the President and Congress. The inter­ 
position of Congress waB invoked by pre­ 
vious aggressions of the local German 
officials and residents there, in disre­ 
gard of the understanding expressed and 
implied, upon which all our negotia­ 
tions with Germany have proceeded, 
and the 
evident 
disposition 
of 
that power to absorb the group 
without 
further 
consultation with 
the United States. 
With respect 
to these matters, there is, as yet, no 
sign of any concession unless it be the 
proposition published this morning for 
a conference at Berlin. In my judgment 
the restoration of the status «pío ought to 
lie a condition precedent to any further 
negotiations, and involves, among other 
things, the 
re-assembling of the 
conference at Washington. It seems 
to me that Prince Bismarck’s proposal 
to remove the negotiations to Berlin in­ 
volves both a slight and a compliment to 
our Secretary of State—a slight because 
he was our representative here, and 
could be present as such nowhere else; 
a compliment because it would indicate 
that in the conference, the proceedings 
of which are, as yet, unpublished, 
he excelled in diplomacy the German 
and English representatives combined. 
But even if Germany’s disclaimer were 
broad enough to cover the whole subject 
matter involved in the President's com* 
munication to Congress, past experience 
warns us not to be too quick in relying 
upon assurances from Berlin as indicat­ 
ing the course of events in Samoa. 
Successive violations by the German 
local officers in America of assur­ 
ances made to this irovernmont indicate 
either gross insubordination, contrary to 
all our notions of German discipline, or 
else that some understanding exists by 
which the consul there is authorized to 
net on his own responsibility according 
to his views of the necessities of the 
case, ard to exceed his instructions as 
reported here.” 
“ What do you think of the declaration 
of war by Germany against Samoa?” 
“ The persecution seems to mo utterly 
inconsistent with the restoration of the 
former status. If Germany goes to war 
in Samoa it will be useless to have any 
conference at all. Of course Germany 
can ultimately drive the Samoans into 
the sea and take the island by conquest. 
This would he no less the destruction 
of Samoa’s autonomy than if it was done 
by gradual encroachments. If we con­ 
fer, we should insist on an absolute halt. 
If we consent to less than this, we may 
as well wash oar hands of the whole 
business and abandon all idea of pre­ 
serving the neutrality of the islands.’1 
When asked if the newspaper reports 
are true that part of his report on Samoa 
had been suppressed in the copy fur­ 
nished Congress, Mr. Bates said the 
query would be better answered when 
the report was published. If such sup­ 
pression wore made, he would feel at 
liberty to comment on the matter.

The Committee on Ways and Means 
reported that it had made sevoral minor 
amendments to the bill appropriating 
$6,500 to send counsel to Washington to 
defend the Scott Exclusion act. Shana­ 
han moved that the bill be declared a 
matter of urgency, and that it be read 
three times and put on final pas­ 
sage. Dibble and Coombs did not believe 
that this could be done, as the amended 
bill would have to be printed before be­ 
ing passed. Ostrom, of Yuba, said that 
he was opposed not only to Shanahan’s 
motion, but to the bill itself. He thought 
it a piece of arrogance on the part of the 
Assembly to thrust counsel on the United 
States Attorney-General. Reynolds, of 
San Francisco, spoke regarding the 
necessity of immediate action in the 
matter, and Shanahan ho amended his 
motion that the bill should at least be 
given a first reading to-day. The roll was 
called on this proposition and the House 
refused to give the bill the first reading 
to-day; ayes 30, noes 36. The bill was 
made the special order for to-morrow 
morning. 
Burwell, Butte, presented the report 
from the Committee on Hospitals re­ 
garding their trip to Ukiah, where it is 
proposed to establish a branch Insane 
Asylum. The report discoursed on the 
soil, climate and scenery, and finally 
recommended the passnge of the bill pro­ 
viding for the asylum. 
Atherton, Meeher and Simpson pre­ 
sented a minority report from the State 
Prison Committee regarding the bill 
making an appropiation of $160,000 for 
the erection of buildings and additional 
jute machinery for San Quentin, in 
which they say that any further expend­ 
iture at this time would be wasted 
money. 
The committee on mines and mining 
presented two reports.

ient warrant for this extraordinary in­ 
crease of the appropriation over that of 
two years ago. For the above reasons 
we cannot recommend the bill in its en­ 
tirety, and as a substitute respectfully 
suggest that the appropriation be $70,000 
and that $50 000 of that amount be used 
for geological surveys of the principal 
mineral lodes of the State.” 
The following bills passed: The Senate 
bill increasing the number of Judges of 
San Diego; the Assembly bill in relation 
to the valuation of policies of life insur­ 
ance ; the Assembly bill to provide for 
the burial of ex-union soldiers, Bailors 
and marines who may hereafter uie with­ 
out leaving sufficient means for their 
burial expenses. 
When the Assembly reconvened re­ 
consideration was refused of the Assem­ 
bly bill relating to pre-emption and 
homestead claimants. 
The remainder 
of the afternoon was spent in the first 
and second reading of bills. 
N ew M exico’* F in a n c ia l M easu re. 
S a n ta F e , N . M., February 5.—The 
Perea bill passed the legislature to-day 
and will become a law.

The Remains 
of Austria’s 
Heir Entombed. 


POMP AND TRAPPINGS OF WOE. 


Another Hapsbnrfc Sleeps in the 
Vault Where Generations of 
His Raee Repose. 


I Associated Press Disnstches to the H*balt>. I 
V ie n n a, February 5.—The city to-day 
was given entirely over to mourning, 
Enormous crowds commenced to assem­ 
ble outside the court chapel at an early 
hour in the morning. Perfect order pre­ 
vailed, however, in contrast with the 
disorder of yesterday. The Emperor, 
Empress and Crown Princess attended 
the requiem mass in the oratory of the 
palace at which the Miserere was sung 
by the court choir. The service was 
ended at noon, and the church bells then 
commenced to toll. The coffin lid was 
fastened at 2 o’clock and the key was 
confided to Prince Hohenlohe 
Court Marshal. Soon afterwards the 
gates of the chapel were closed 
and the members of the imperial family 
gathered around the catafalque to take a 
farewell look at the remains. Just be 
fare 4 o’clock, the members of the irnpe 
rial household stopped in front of the 
side entrance of the Capuchin church, 
where thev were received by Prince Ho­ 
henlohe, Prince Hunyadi, chief master 
of ceremonies, and the father guardian, 
accompanied by friars of the comma- 
nify bearing lighted tapers. 
The 
interior of 
the chapel was 
en­ 
tirely draped in black. 
Near the 
catafalque 
was 
a 
tabouret for 
for Archbishop Gangebauer, who cele­ 
brated the Pontificial mass. To the right 
of the main aisle on the epistle side and 
opposite the Imperial dais were priedieiur 
for the use of Monsignor Galimberti, the 
Papal Nuncio, and other bishops. On 
the Btroke of four, the coffin was lifted 
from the bier, blessed ana carried to the 
funeral car. The cortege then started 
from Hof burg. 
Upon reaching the 
Augustine church, the priests assembled 
there placed themselves at the head of 
the procession and were followed by the 
Court, the State officials and municipal 
authorities. 
When the car bearing the body arrived 
at the cloister gates, Emperor Francis 
Joseph and the King and Queen of the 
Belgians, followed by the other mourn­ 
ers, entered the ohnrch. The Ministers 
of the Empire, headed by Count Kal- 
noky, Count von Taafe and Herr von 
Tifza, and accompanied by the privy 
councillors, took up a position to the 
right of the catafalque Next to them, 
ami nearer the main entrance, came, in 
order, the various departments. When 
the services were over, and just 
as the chamberlains were preparing 
to 
carry 
the 
coffin 
to 
tbe 
vault, tho Emperor stepping up to 
the bier knelt in prayer. On arising he 
was joined by the Archduke Charles, 
Prince Francis of Este, Prince Leopold oi 
Bavaria, and Prince Phillip of Coburg, 
and all followed the coffin to the vault, 
where, after the final blessing, Prince 
Hohenlohe delivered the remains to the 
charge of the father guardian. 
The Empress, Crown Princess, Prin­ 
cess Gis8ela and Archduchess Marie 
Valerie, did not attend the funeral, pas- 
ing the time in prayer within Hofburg.

the forester hastily summoned help and 
carried him into the gamekeeper’s honse. 
The Baroness, thinking Rudolph was 
dead, quickly took something from her 
traveling bag, and before she was no­ 
ticed fell dead on the floor. Rudolph re­ 
vived and was taken by his own orders 
t 1 
the 
castle. 
His 
valet 
plied him with anxious questions, 
but Rudolph 6aid emphatically, “I have 
fallen and my nose is bleeding; go away. 
I wish to be alone.” Rudolph then 
locked the door and shot himself. The 
baroness was buried ou Thursday in 
Heiligenkrauzin convent, where other 
members of her family are in­ 
terred. 
The Journal des Debats 
of Paris, has a similar story, except 
that it says Rudolph was mortally 
wounded by the forester and died in 
half an hour and that the game-keeper 
went into the woods and shot himself.

the existence of the tin deposits. 
The 
chief said that if he should marry into 
his family he knew that his children 
would he protected from the encroach­ 
ments of the whites. Daniel Sexton 
married the chief’s niece, who is still 
living. One of his children is married. 
After Sexton married into the chief’s 
family he took up his abode on tbe land 
in the possession of the Indians and lived 
in peace until ordered off by United 
States Marshal Dunlap in 1868. 
Accord­ 
ing to a late decision of the Supreme 
Court (see Byne vs. Mission Indians) 
Daniel Sexton’s wife would have a good 
chance to regain possession. 
The late Buit was brought by Baker vs. 
San Jacinto Tin company, and was de­ 
cided against Baker, who would have 
won the case if he had represented the 
miners. The rights of the miners were 
totally ignored by Baker. 
I have taken copies of nearly all the con­ 
veyances as they appear on record, and 
can fam ish any reporter whom you 
might send to interview me with some 
very interesting m atter in connection 
with this celebrated case.
